Towns and cities will be 
assisting in the employment 
picture, by applying federal 
funds to provide work for the 
unemployed in the municipal 
field, 

The manager said that some 
persons are already on An- 
dover's payroll through tederal 
programs, with others are due 
to be placed through such 
programs as the HEA and 
CHITA 

Recently Congress approved 
another program to aid in 
relieving unemployment and 
this will be coming under local 
consideration soon 

Austin said that it appears as 
though the federal government 
will be providing reliet for un

Strategically located at the 
Junction of Routes 93 and 495, the 
Harold Rafton Reservation com- 
prises 213 acres and is the largest 
of the AVIS reservations in An- 
dover, it is primarily woodland 
hut contains some open areas, a 
marsh and a portion of Fish 
Brook. This area is popular now 
for snowshoeing and cross coun- 
try skiing and throughout the 
year the trails offer excellent 
hiking opportunities. It is also 
used for scout camping, 
mushroom walks and 
birdwatching. Wildflowers are 
abundant in the spring, among 
them ladyslippers or woodland 


_ orchids. 


This reservation started with 
the purchase of 122 acres from 
the Henry B. Bailey estate in 
1963. Subsequently 50 acres was 
bought from Arthur Tisbert and 
within the next.few years several 
small parcels comprising 11 
more acres making a total of 183 
acres. To obtain an access, 
negotiations were made with the 
Massachusetts Eleetric Com- 
pany to lease an additional 30 
UCres. 

At the annual meeting on 
November 12, 1968, AVIS named 
this reservation the Harold Rat- 
ton Reservation, to honor a man 
who is truly dedicated to conser- 
valien.,

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Harold Ratton is a long time 
resident of Andover who has 
stressed the importance of 
preservation of natural land as 
an integral part of community 
planning. Because of Harold Raf- 
tons untiring efforts AVIS lands 
have increased to 670 acres for 
you, your family and future 
venerations to enjoy. 

The Harold Rafton Reserva- 
lion is reached by taking High 
Plain Road west from 
Greenwood Road. Cross over 
route 93, then 495, and just past 
the hill in a wooded area signs 


mark the entrance. This is 1.1° 


miles from Greenwood Road. 
The trail starting here is mark- 
cd Helen's Trail, after Helen 
Ralton (later on is Harold’s 
Trail), and leads into the reser- 
vation for about 900 feet where it 
divides. From this point one may 


complete a loop trail by going: 


cither left or right. If one chooses 
lo go right, here the trail will 
gradually descend before turning 
left and continuing over a wide 
water line right of way. Another 
left turn at a large rock marked 
with red paint and the trail 
ascends gently to higher ground 
known as Bald Hill, then shortly 
completes the circuit, a distance 
of 1's miles. The trails are all 
well marked with red ties on the 
Irees, 

Stone walls lead us to think the 


atea was once farmed but now 
Hives rise to mature white pines, 
Oaks are the other predominant 
lree with hickory, sassafras, 
several varieties of bireches, and 
maples also found here, 

The oaks can be recognized by 
au few leaves remaining on the 
branches and also by the 
presence of round papery for- 
mations the size of a large mar- 
ble, called galls. They can be 
scen hanging trom the twigs, in 
some instances abundant enough 
10 appear decorative. A gall is an 
abnormal growth on any part of a 
plant, usually a twig or a leaf. 
They are caused by a wide varie- 
\y of organisms, but oak galls are 
caused by a wasp. The adult in- 
sect lays her eggs on the chosen 
plant. they inject an irritant into 
the plant, causing the plant to 
xrow the gall as protection. 
Children will enjoy opening a gall 
to sce if the insect larva is still 
inside. if there is a hole in the 
xall the insect emerged as an 
adult’ or became a dinner for 
someone else. 

‘\ variety of ground covers can 
still be seen midst the blanket of 
recently fallen leaves. Par- 
Iridgeberry, sporting its bright 
red berries, seems everywhere, 
und ground pine gives the 
appearance of a miniature 
lorest.

Historic District Sought 


North Shore Senator William 
L. Saltonstall (R-Manchester) 
has filed a bill to bring Essex 
County cities and towns together 
to consider establishing a 
regional historic and scenic dis- 
trict along scenic portions of 
such routes as 1, 1A, 97, 127 and 
133. 

Local choice is a key provision 
of the bill. Communities would 
choose whether to join a planning 
commission and later whether to 
participate in the district. The 
bill would set up a planning com- 
mission to include Beverly, 
Gloucester, Newburyport, Box- 
ford, Danvers, Essex, 
Georgetown, Ipswich, Hamilton, 
Manchester, Newbury, North An- 
dover, Rockport, Rowley, 
Salisbury, Topsfield, Wenham 
and any other Essex County city 
or town that might want to par- 
ticipate. 

‘Many Essex County com- 
munities have areas of unique 
scenic and historic quality which 
should be preserved for ourselves 
and for future generations. Right 
now only a few communities in 
our area have historical com- 
missions of their own. This bill 
would enable communities to 
participate in a regional district, 
if they choose to, to decide on its 


- boundaries and to determine how 


they want the district to 
operate,’’ Saltonstall stated. 
“Following the lead of the Old 
King’s Highway Commission on 
Cape Cod, the regional commis- 
sion could set guidelines for 
historic and scenic preservation. 
These guidelines would then be 
administered by local town com- 
mittees in cooperation with other 
local agencies,’’ Saltonstall ex- 
plained. 

The commission, if establish- 
ed, would inventory all signifi- 
cant historic and scenic features 
in the area, would consider the 
economic and housing needs of 
the area, and would then recom- 
mend guidelines for development 


within the district. ‘‘The district 
does not have to be connected 
with any particular highways, 
but most of the scenic areas 
seem to be near the routes we 
have named in the bill,’’ 
Saltonstall noted. 

The model for this bill is Cape 
Cod Senator John Aylmer’s Old 
King’s Highway Regional 
Historic District, recently ap- 
proved by more than two-thirds 
of the voters of nine towns 
bordering Route 6A on the north 
shore of Cape Cod.

that i announce my decision not 
lo seek re-election to a second 
three year term on the Andover 
School Committee at the Town 
clections in March 1975, I have 
learned much during my tenure 
with the Committee, | believe I 
have represented fairly and 
honestly the interests of my 
constituency during that period, 
i have tried at all times to act in 
a manner i felt was best suited 
lo the needs of our public educa- 
tion system, and though there 
have been some significantly 
bitter disappointments during 
the past three years, there has 
also been much of which the 
Committee can be proud. My 
decision not to seek re-election 
is based on a strong feeling 
that, owing to the recent con- 
troversy over full public par- 
ticipation at meetings of the 
Committee and the legal issue 
that followed, it would serve 
the best interests of our Town 
lor cach present member to 
step down at the end of his 
current term in office in favor 
of a new member who has not 
heen party to this struggle and 
who therefore might have a 
better chance of uniting the 
community to the common sup- 
port of our educational system 
and the professional and 
technical educators who work 
within and for that system. 
While i have come to be 
known most lor my strong con- 
victions as regards the rights ol 
the public and news media to

There was some conjecture 
on Saturday that the finding of 
the body may have been related 
to the locating of a woman in 
the Middleton - North Andover 
area. The woman was wander- 
ing nude near the town lines, 
but it was later learned that she 
was the victim of an accident. 

The woman found in Andover 
was described as about five- 
foot, two inches tall, between 
110 and 118 pounds and reddish 
brown hair, 

The body was discovered by 
Trooper John C. Murphy about 
12:55 a.m. Saturday.

employment through such 
methods as an assist to the 
current economy problems and 
towns and cities would have to 
examine their needs closely to 
provide proper placement of 
available talent. 

Most of the provisions of the 
funds made available through 
the federal programs allow for 
proper utilization of talents 
available, he reports. 

The influence of the federal 
and state government on local 
municipal operations is becom- 
ing greater, Austin states. 

“We have seen greater 
regulation in 1974 by the federal 
and state government on the 
daily operations of local 
municipal operations and this is 
having a budgetary effect,’ he 
said, pointing to such items as 
wage and salary regulations, 
ambulance service, and safety 
programs. 

As tor salary and wages, 
regulations now cover 
employees in the library with 
regard to hours and overtime, 
new laws having an effect on 
how the staff is assigned. 

New regulations regarding 
ambulance service dictates 
such matters as training for 
those who man the emergency 
service, as well as provisions 
for backup service. 

in this regard, the manager 
said he was considering reac- 
livating the ambulance study 
committee to look into the 
problem. 

Safety measures are covered 
under OSHA, a federal agency 
which has not dealt too 
stringently in the municipal 
area to date, but is now moving 
in this direction, 

The state building code is also 
bearing on local communities. 
inspections which once were 
handled by state authorities, 
are now given over to local 
communities to handle. this in- 
cludes schools, restaurants and, 
In general, places of public 
assembly, 

in the year ahead, Andover 
will be working closely with the 
development of a regional solu- 
tion to the solid waste problem. 

Austin reports he is hopeful 
that the Greater Lawrence 
Solid Waste Study committee 
Will be able to look at proposals 
and that by the coming summer 
a contract will have been 
hammered out with the Mitre 
Corporation which is working 


on the development of a facility 
to handle the solid waste 
problem for the general area, 

Coupled with this, will be the 
decision to be made by voters in 
Andover as to whether they 
wish to enter into a long term 
contract with the state to par- 
ticipate in the regional disposal 
plant. 

On the economy problem, 
once again, Austin is hopeful 
that the effects of the recession 
will not be adverse for the 
Hewlett-Packard decision to 
locate in the West Andover In- 
dustrial Park.

Also, this could be a once-in-a-lifetime opportunity for 
all these young men. Who knows whether Andover will 
be super bowl bound again next year. 

Even if the 1975 Warriors do match the accomplish- 
ment of this year’s team, there is still reason to proper- 
ly honor the youthful title holders this year.
